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F.H. Library Sold To 
Benjamin For $21K; 
Options Investigated

The Feeding Hills Center Library is scheduled to 
become property of the private sector, while the court 
case continues over whether the town can retain con¬ 
trol of the old Agawam Center Library, now being used 
by the Elm Lodge of Masons. 

The large three-story wooden structure on North 
Westfield Street, which served as the Feeding Hills Post 
Office at one time, and later as the library, is being 
sold to former Selectman and Town Councilor Roy 
Benjamin 

Benjamin entered the high bid of $21,500 for the 
building and adjacent property shortly after the parcel 
was advertised in The Advertiser/News 
Town Solicitor Lambert Ol lari and Benjamin's 
representatives from Progressive Builders are presently 
drafting the transfer of the deed. The new deed will 
stipulate that the building be restored and will include 
language to preclude the possibility of any demolition 
Town officials anticipate that Benjamin will restore 
the building, then lease it for office space 

Benjamin told The Advertiser/News on Monday thot 
he is exploring the possibility of having the building 
named as a historic landmark which opens several 
possibilities for renovation 

"I am looking into several avenues on how to ap¬ 
proach this from a business standpoint I anticipate 
something definite happening in the next few months 
This building has a long and distinguished history and 
my desire is to maintain the historical significance of 
'the building," Benjamin said 

********** 

The building suffered fire damage several years ago 
when it was used for storage of school supplies, and 
has been abandoned ever since 

Former Town Councilor Richard Theroux, who serv¬ 
ed as chairman of the library restoration committee, 
said he was pleased to see that the building will pro¬ 
ductively serve the town again and that the building 
will be restored. 

He noted that Benjamin, being a former town official 
and prominent member of the community, "was 
perfect for this I'm happy that Mr Benjamin came in 

with the high bid," Theroux said 
********** 

1 he use of the Agawam Center Library, however, is 
yet to be determined as heirs to Minerva Davis, the late 
Agawam resident who donated- the building to the 
community, and town officials have entered into a long 
legal dispute over the property. 

The building is presently being utilized as a lodge tor 
the Masons, who were allowed in the building under 
the administration of Peter Cap.uto after the new 
Cooper Street Library was opened. 

According to Caba, the town has a "good case" to 
lay claim to the structure "The town has spent over 
$70,000 for an addition to the building and spent a 
very substantial sum for maintenance over the years I 
feel we have enough equity in the building to call it 
ours," he stated 

Caba went on to issue high praise for Minerva Davis, 
who willed the brick structure to the town, saying, "She 
gave us our first library and that's pretty generous " 
********** 

Caba went on to note that the Davis' will also left a 
fund to purchase books, "and that's been a great help 
with the budget pressures we're feeling today The 
money does a lot to keep the Agawam library up to 
date." „ 

Caba expects a resolution of the issue within 45 
days. 

The Masons, since taking over the building in 1979, 
have made several improvements to the building, 
especially when the structure was becoming an 
eyesore. The Masons have conducted many interior 
facelifts to the building and have indicated a desire to 
purchase it once the court case is resolved

Caba Appoints 
Search Committee 
For New Planner 

Town Manager Edward A. Caba today appointed a 
five-member committee charged with interviewing 
potential candidates for the newly created Department 
of Community Devleopment, recently adopted by 
Town Council. 

The committee, to be chaired by Department of 
Public Works Superintendent John P. Stone, consists of 
Robert Vanderhoof, owner and operator of Agawam 
Opticians, representing the Agawam Chamber of Com¬ 
merce; Robert Lloyd, owner and operator of Lloyd Con¬ 
struction Company; Gail Brown, a member of the Land 
Acquisition Committee and associate member of the 
Conservation Commission; and Timothy Brennan, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Lower Pioneer Valley Regional 
Planning Commission. 

According to Stone, the selection for the five- 
member committee was an attempt by Caba to bring in 
as many areas of expertise as possible "This is an im¬ 
portant committee and the manager wanted to make 
sure we hove different ideas while covering as many 
aspects of the community as possible," Stone said. 

All applications for the position were to be 
postmarked by no later than February 2 Stone said ap¬ 
proximately 50 applicants had forwarded resumes for 
the post, which will pay approximately $24,000 and 
will include duties as the town planner, grantswriter, 
and other administrative functions. 

Town Council adopted the department on an 8-7 
vote last month. Various administrations had attemp¬ 
ted to create the department for the past three years 
but lack of council support stopped the plan. 

This time, however, the administration and pro¬ 
planner councilors managed to obtain a majority sup¬ 
port from the council. 


Kunasek Proposes 
Summer Day Camp 
For Parks Dept.

Director of Parks and Recreation Jack Kunasek has 
proposed a summer day camp program to replace the 
former multi-playground concept utilized in years past 

As part of his 1983 fiscal budget, Kunasek has re¬ 
quested funds for a seven-week, 9 a m. to 4 p.m daily 
program for children aged 6 to 15 This figure includes 
cost of transportation for those children who par¬ 
ticipate. 

To be based at Shea's Field and the nearby state- 
maintained swimming pool, the camp will offer a full 
slate of daily activities including swimming lessons; 
tennis lessons; arts and crafts; active and passive 
games; instructional sports sessions for baseball, soft 
ball, and flag football; and nature lore Field trips will 
be conducted periodically to such places as Look Park, 
Fenway Park for a Red Sox game, and the Bradley Air 
Museum. 

***** 

Kunasek explained, "The rotating playground pro¬ 
gram we followed last year, which covered six 
playgrounds on a cnce-a-week basis, was okay but not 
as successful as it might have been, especially in the 
area of field trips We found that the lack of daily con¬ 
tact among counselors and kids hurt the program 
somewhat." 

He indicated that his proposed day camp should 
benefit participants much more. 

With six counselors plus one tennis instructor who 
will double as a regular counselor during peak periods, 
Kunasek hopes to offer the camp program to a 
minumum of 250 children. He estimates that the fees 
to be charged will cover the cost of running five buses 
and plans to apply fees from any additional children 
who register to cover the salaries of additional 
counselors.

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Business Booming For 
"That Bad Guy" In 
The Building Dept.

Building Inspector Joseph Conte looks back on 1982, 
his 16th year as the department head, and still calls 
himself "the man in the black hat. #/ 

If there ever was a thankless job, this would be it, 
said Conte "Every department catches its share of 
public displeasure, but they have ways of being 
forgiven, the firemen rescue a child from a burning 
building, the DPW pumps out a flooded basement, and 
the police detour traffic from a dangerous bridge. 

"But we do our Work on paper. We try to prevent the 
catastrophes, or keep them contained It s not exactly 
a highly visible public service 

Calling himself "the bad guy in the black hat, Con¬ 
te added, "I'm the person who says 'you can't do that, 
or 'you can do that, but it's going to cost you three 
times as much ' It doesn't make you the most popular 

guy around." _ _ 

Boom Town 

As Agawam continues to be a boom town in 
building (compared to tfie sluggish economy and 
neighboring cities and town), Conte said his office con¬ 
tinues to be run ragged 

Several minutes into the interview a phone call 
comes through, and Conte responds, "So, you want to 
buy a duck " 

A lady caller inquires whether she can give her 
children a duck for Easter and raise it on her property. 
She gives her address, her land is zoned residential, 
and her property is 110 feet too close to the road. "I'm 
sorry You can't buy a duck," Conte says 

Conte puts down the phone and smiles, "I'm Mr. 
Popularity " 

In addition to the policing of zoning laws, enforce¬ 
ment of Appeals Board decisions, and the enforcement 
of Conservation Commission decisions, the Building 
Department inspects all places of public assembly, any 
additions or alterations to homes, and has the privilege 
of enforcing state laws "not specifically assigned to a 
town department." 

Diverse Load 

"With the heavy and diverse load we carry, we're 
blessed to have a hard working and educated staff," 
Conte said, referring to his assistant Mario DeClemen- 
ti, fulltime secretary Frances Ennis and part-time 
secretaries Mary Jane Stuart and Judy Beauregard. 

"Our secretaries speak in the language of building 
and answer a lot of the questions people call in with," 
Ctone said. 

Last year the Building Department answered 12,500 
calls, issued 514 building permits, and conducted three 
inspections each for the addition of 150 wood burning 
stoves 

"I put 10,000 miles on my car last year, nearly all 
within Agawam, and people are upset because I can't 
be found in my office. When I'm here, they want to 
know why I'm not there. All in all, however, I think we 
have a nice balance in service " 

The service comes from an annual $78,000 budget, 
half of which is collected from fees, and the five person 
staff 

"We're working with the same number of people we 
had ten years ago," Conte remembered "With the 
population boom, we had an addition of one man from 
the CETA program, but when he left, he was never 
replaced. I'd say that speaks pretty well for the job 
we're doing " 

Conte said keeping up with changing state regula¬ 
tions oyer the past 16 years "has kept the duties of the 
office changing all the time "

one of five major routes throughout town. $20 will be 
charged for the seven weeks without transportation, 

"We won't be making door-to-door stops, but we will 
try to devise routes that cover the major portions of 
town," Kunasek noted. 

A three-week program will be offered for $20 with 
transportation and for $10 without. A two-week pro¬ 
gram will cost $15 with transportation and $5 without. 

Kunasek emphasized that children will be supervised 
throughout the entire 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. period, including 
lunch time. They will be asked to bring a lunch from 
home, though a traveling refreshment van will most 
likely make routine stops during the lunch period. 

On arts and crafts days, the first article will be free of 
charge and a small fee will be asked for each addi¬ 


tional article children may wish to make. The state 
pool will be used for swimming, and a 25 c entrance fee 
will be charged unless arrangements can be made to 
waive these fees for camp participants. 

On rainy days, Kunasek said the program will con¬ 
tinue within the Robinson Park School building with 
swimming to take place at the Junior High School pool. 

"The $35 fee is a break-even point based on 250 kids 
participating," Kunasek said. "We don't want to make 
money on this program; therefore, if we register more 
than 250 kids, we intend to apply that extra money 
towards hiring more counselors." 

Kunasek is seeking feedback about this proposal 
from Agawam residents. Anyone who may wish to ex¬ 
press his opinion is asked to call him at the Town Hall 
Annex, 786-0400, ext.

Choice, it would be an understatement to say that she 
is one of our country's finest young actress. However, 
it's disappointing that her extraordinary performance 
ends up compensating for the film's flaws instead of; 
complementing the film. # f 

Based on William Styron's novel, Sophie s Choice 
deals with three free-spirited people who live in 
Brooklyn in 1947: Sophie (Streep), a Polish woman who 
was a prisoner at Auschwitz; Nathan (Kevin Kline), 
Sophie's debonaire but unstable lover; and Stingo 
(Peter MacNichol) a 22-year old Southerner who came 
north in the hope of becoming a famous writer 

After he meets Sophie and Nathan for the first time, 
Stingo takes a liking to them and finds himself becom¬ 
ing part of their lives as he constantly joins them on 
picnics and other revelries. Things start to turn sour, 
however, after Nathan constantly accuses Sophie of 
being unfaithful to him and treats her as if she was a 
lowly trollop. And since he's starting to fall in love with 
her, Stingo comes to Sophie's defense, which eventual¬ 
ly leads him to discover something about her past and 
Nathan's character. 

Sophie's Choice succeeds as an intense character 
study, and this is due to Streep's performance. Not only 
does her Polish accent sound real, but she also 
manages to give Sophie an air of mystery. As the film 
progresses, this air of mystery dissipates and we come 
to know what makes Sophie tick; the subtle way in 
which Streep reveals her character is a quality which 
she has also brought to earlier films such as Manhat¬ 
tan, The Deer Hunter, and Kramer vs. Kramer. 

The other characters, however, don't measure up 
Whenever we see Nathan, he's doing something that is 
a bit eccentric or very eccentric; while his eccen¬ 
tricities, such as pretending to be a conductor while 
listening to classical music, are interesting to watch at 
first, they become trite and Nathan eventually turns in¬ 
to the stereotype of an irrational romantic. Likewise, 
Stingo fails to become a multidimensional character, 
as his main function is to be our window through which 
we see Sophie and Nathan's relationship. Sophie's 
Choice is the type of film which contains a great deal 
of dialogue instead of physical action; while pictures 
of this nature require strong interaction between well- 
rounded characters, this movie fails to meet this re- f 
quirement and, in its place, uses Nathan and Stingo as 
keys for unlocking the door to Sophie's inner feelings 
and nothing else. 

Another problem lies with flashbacks which show 
Sophie as an inmate in a concentration camp. Director 
Alan J. Pakula (All The President's Men) tries to get our 
sympathy for Sophie with these flashbacks, but they're 
a bit too manipulative to be effective; fans of the televi¬ 
sion miniseries Holocaust will find that the program 
, was more effective in this aspect than Pakula's film. 

. Despite its flaws, Sophie's Choice is good film that's 
worth the price of admission because of Streep's per¬ 
formance; this is the best one of her career (which is, 
incidentally, still in its early stages) and she has the 
best chance of winning the Oscar for Best Actress. 
Since Kline and MacNicol also give fine performances 
in spite of the material that they had to work with, 
Sophie's Choice shows that some of its parts are better 
than the sum of its parts.

We are all familiar with the Cinderella story. I doubt 
if there is anyone who didn't hear the story as a child. 
Our mothers and our grandmothers also heard it. The 
oldest European version of Cinderella is an Italian one 
dated 1634. But there is another version that is at least 
1,000 years older than that. The story appears in The 
Miscellaneous Record Of Yu Yang, a book which dates 
from the T'ang Dynasty (618-907 A.D.). The author 
was one Taun Ch'eng-Shih. Tuan's book was subse¬ 
quently incorporated in an encyclopedic work which 
went through many editions.

In 1981 the Reagan Administration, in an effbrt to 
cut the nation's budget made a substantial change in 
the financial benefits available to survivors. Since that 
time people have frequently asked me how these cuts 
will affect them. Social Security and Veterans death 
benefits have had several revisions which changes the 
eligibility of many would be recipients. 

Those who will be eligible for the Social Security 
lump sum death payment on or after September I , 

1981 are: . , , , , , 

1. A surviving spouse living in the same household 

at the time of deoth. 

2 A surviving spouse not living in the same 
household but who was drawing benefits or eligible for 

3. If there is no spouse, it is paid equally only to 
minor children receiving or eligible to receive benefits. 

With the new law the Social Security Administration 
will no longer pay death benefits directly to the Funeral 

Home. , 

Changes in the Veterans Administration s burial and 
funeral benefits are substantial also. 

The $150.00 burial benefit for cemetery expenses re¬ 
mains the same for all veterans who served during war 
time. As of October 1, 1981, the $300.00 funeral 
benefit will be paid only where the veteran was receiv¬ 
ing a pension disability compensation or was entitled 
to receive these benefits at time of death. 

No more will a blanket $450.00 be paid to veterans 
who served during a war conflict, unless they qualify 
under the previous stated requirements. 

The cemetery headstone or marker allowance has re¬ 
mained the same. The families of all veterans may 
receive a headstone or marker without charge or a cash 
allowance (presently $50.00) toward the purchase of a 
monument if the death occured on or after October 18, 
1978. 

As a funeral director, it has been my practice to 
assist families in applying for these benefits because it 
can become confusing if you are not accustomed to 
dealing with the various government agencies 
especially since the new changes.

Of The Piecemakers Quilt Shop / 

The period of the 1820's to 1840's produced most of 
the beautiful stenciled walls, floors, furniture and sten 
ciled quilts, in the eastern states. Only a very few of the 
stenciled quilts were actually quilted which leads 
historians to believe they were used mostly as a sum¬ 
mer bed covering intended to decorate a bed and not 
used for warmth. Stenciled quilts are very rare now and 
the ones that remain are new in appearance, as if they 
never received much use. Most stenciled quilts were 
found in rural areas. 

The stenciling designs were traced on oiled paper 
and cut out with scissors or a sharp knife, one stencil 
for each color. A large piece of inexpensive cotton 
fabric was placed flat on a slightly padded table and 
stretched so it could not move. The overall pattern was 
marked on the cloth and everything was ready for pain¬ 
ting. Colors were prepared in two ways. A concen¬ 
trated dye could be mixed with gum arabic so it would 
not run under the stencil and blur the sharp edges. It 
was difficult however, to set the color with this method 
and fading occured. Most often, ground pigment in oil 
from hardware stores mixed with a formula called sten¬ 
cil mordant was used. This set the color more per¬ 
manently. The paint was applied with a ball of cotton 
firmly held in shape with a coarse cotton cover that 
soaked upthe paint. 

With the availability of new acrylic paints and more 
modern methods of stenciling, the craft is experiencing 
a big comeback. It is very easy and even someone like 
me who had never painted at all found it unbelievably 

easy. , ... 

The stencils are cut from mylar with an exacto knite. 
We are very fortunate in our area to have one of the 
country's best fabric stencilers, Gladys Grace. Gladys 
has been painting and working with American arts for 
25 years. She teaches stenciling at the Mark Twain 
House in Hartford, Connecticut. She recently 
demonstrated stenciling at the Quilt Market in 
Houston, Texas, and has been teaching at our shop 
since last fall. Gladys is a certified Adele Bishop 
teacher and has developed her own method of shading. 
The Quilt in a Day workshop will be Saturday, February 
12th and will be taught by Ginny Minninger. The fee is 
$20.00, which includes the Quilt in a Day book. Time

CORNER 


If the days are getting longer, why isn't it getting any 
warmer? The shortest day of the winter was five weeks 
ago - already we've added nearly 40 minutes of 
sunlight. The sun's rays are striking us more directly 
So why isn't it spring? It's a lot like the batch of ch.h I 
just took out of the freezer for Hank's dinner; it took a 
while to cool down in the first place. My chili and the 
Northern Hemisphere of Earth will take quite a while to 
heat up again, even though the heat has been turned 
on and I'm as impatient for spring as hubby will be for 
his dinner. 

And where's all the snow? A winter like this causes 
problems for more than your local ski area The sun s 
heat is absorbed best by dark surfaces. Bare ground 
heats up quickly in the winter sun Besides reflecting 
heat away from the soil in midday, tiny pockets of air 
trapped between snowflakes keep snow covered 
ground insulated against the deepest winter freezes. 

When this dreary brown winter begins to get to me, i 
take refuge in a greenhouse. The sun's rays stream in 
through the glass roof, warming the plants, air, and dirt 
inside (not to mention warming me). Heat "rays" do 
not pass out through glass as easily, so the house stays 
warm even in winter. I always feel obliged to buy 
another cactus to justify the time I spend borrowing the 
greenhouse's artificial summer. 

Our atmosphere works like that greenhouse: Sunlight 
passes right through the "glass roof" (our atmosphere). 
Some is absorbed as heat and some, like that from a 
snowbank, is reflected back out toward space. This 
reflected heat isn't lost because most of it bounces 
back earthward as it collides with air molecules, dust, 
or clouds in the atmosphere. Even at night, we are 
warmed by the trapped heat of the sun. 

Cloudy winter nights are warmer than clear ones 
because the water droplets in clouds reflect heat back 
to the surface so well. The moon has no air about it at 
all. Since it has no "greenhouse effect", its night time 
temperatures fall below the coldest temperatures ever 
recorded on earth. When the sun comes up, the moon's 
surface temperatures shoot up over the boiling point of 
water. 

It's clear tonight. Hank w ill probably come home, 
mention the beautiful crescent moon, and start com¬ 
plaining about how cold it's getting. I think I'll set the 
table with my new cactus as a centerpiece. Perhaps 
that will distract him from how long it takes to heat up 
a pot of chili...and a Hemisphere.

Many people prepare 
their own return each 
year, and because of the 
changing rules a little 
assistance may be need¬ 
ed. Some people would 
like to prepare their own 
return, but they are 
bewildered by the various. 

If you would like to try 
it this year, this column 
will be devoted to prepar¬ 
ing the return for the next 
few months. 

The-booklet that you 
receive from the IRS may 
seem quite complex, but 
it may not be necessary to 
read the entire booklet to 
do your return; rather, it 
can be used to answer 
many questions that 
come up while filling out 
the forms. 

In looking over the 
various forms it would be 
helpful if you view your 
tax return as two pages; 
the front and backside of 
form 1040. Every other 
form that you fill out 
merely explains the en¬ 
tries that you are making 
on these two pages. 

In preparing your return 
you should do it first in 
pencil, so that it can be 
changed in the event you 
make errors. After you are 
satisfied with the pencil 
draft, you an then make a 
copy in ink, which is what 
you will sign and mail to 
IRS. 

If you want to save 
time, you can photocopy 
the pencil draft, and the 
photocopy can then be 
signed and mailed. I 
prefer the photocopy 
method, as you will not 
have to worry about copy¬ 
ing a number incorrectly, 
or putting it on the wrong 
line when you rewrite the 
return in ink. 

It is important that you 
save the pencil draft with 
your other records in case 
IRS audits your return. 
Typically, IRS does most 
of the audits from 14-26 
months after the end of 
the year, and you will 
need your copy to prepare 
for such an audit.

The week of February 6th has been designated Na¬ 
tional Vocational Week There are many programs at 
the high school that are vocationally oriented. Some of 
these programs emanate from Mrs. Judy Cohen, the 
vocational counselor, and others are part of the overall 
curriculum. 

The Career Resource Center is organized to enable 
the students to gather up-to-date relevant occupational 
■nformation. In addition to the many resource books, 
the Career Resource Center houses the Guidance Infor¬ 
mation System, a computer which is programmed to 
allow the user to get educational and occupational in¬ 
formation quickly. Because the computer gives a print¬ 
out, the student may save it for future reference 
Interest tests are available to all students. Many 
have taken them to give them an insight into various 
careers which may prove appropriate for them to pur¬ 
sue. It is important for pupils to have a general idea of 
their future goals so that they may plan to take the re¬ 
quired courses necessary to enter an institute of higher 
education in order to fulfill their goals. 

Agawam High School has several work-experience 
programs like the Co-operative Office Education Job, 
which affords students interested in business the op¬ 
portunity for getting on the job training in a business 
office while still attending high school. The Co¬ 
operative Employment Work Experience gives senior 
students the opportunity to familiarize themselves with 
a job through direct hands-on experience while still at¬ 
tending high school. This program is under the supervi¬ 
sion of Mr. Laino. 

About 45 students from the high school participate 
in the Lower Pioneer Valley Educational Collaborative. 
Students are bused in the morning to the LPVEC to 
learn various occupational skills. In the afternoon they 
are returned to the high school to resume their 
academic studies. 

A shadowing program has been used with a few 
students. Students are matched with a person in an oc¬ 
cupational area with whom they can spend a few hours 
learning about that occupation. Every two to three 
weeks, an occupational brief is distributed to the 
English teachers to be shared with the students. A 
;oiiege-or\ented and non-college-oriented job are over¬ 
viewed.

New Jobs Plan Proposed 

Last week Governor Michael Dukakis unveiled his 
program to create jobs in the Commonwealth. He says 
this program will create 2,400 jobs at a cost of $91 
million. Unlike other so-called "jobs programs," this 
plan seems to create jobs without creating unneeded 
bureacracy. 

What Dukakis has done is to introduce a small ver¬ 
sion of a capital outlay budget in advance of a much 
larger budget due for consideration later in the year. A 
capital outlay budget deals with funding projects 
which build or improve on state land or property. It is 
introduced each year for consideration. 

Last year the capital outlay was not approved by the 
Legislature before the deadline for adjournment. 
Dukakis has separated some projects which are design- 
ready and awaiting final approval from the rest of the 
projects in the larger capital outlay. 

By doing this, he hopes the smaller version will go 
through the process faster. Therefore, jobs which were 
waiting on the shelf can now be created and help boost 
a slack jobs market without creating another layer of 
r-, . red tape. .

The Agawam Junior High basketball team won an 
exciting 46-45 overtime game against Amherst after a 
frustrating 53-34 loss to Westfield last week.

The 1982 results of the deer season in Connecticut 
has finally come from the DEP through Paul Heriz, 
Director of the Wildlife Bureau. 

Archers, numbering 8,800 in 1982, took 398 deer, 
233 bucks and 156 does. This is just three less than the 
1981 total. 

Muzzle loaders checked a total of 427 deer this year. 
This shows an increase in harvest of eight percent last 
year. Muzzle loaders are also becoming more buck 
selective, taking 264 males and 163 does, a ratio of 1.6 
to one. The most productive state forests were 
Housatonic, Natchaug, and Nipmuck. For private 
land, Salisbury, Sherman and Woodstock were the best 
communities. 

The shotgun season for 1982 ended with a 15 per¬ 
cent decrease in the overall harvest, the first since the 
program began in 1975. A total of 8,005 private land 
hunters took 905 deer, 511 males and 394 females. 
The most productive private lands were in the towns of 
East Haddam, Salisbury and Sharon. 

On state land, 5,41 1 A season hunters shot 232 
deer, while 5,308 B season shotgunners took 213. The 
best results on state land were at Cockaponset, 
Housatonic and Pachaug State Forests. 

Overall, a total of 2,573 deer were harvested in Con¬ 


necticut in 1982, down 9.8 percent from 1981. This is 
the first decrease for Connecticut. When asked to com¬ 
ment on the decrease in harvest and the reasons for the 
fact, Herig replied, "Every state in New England ex¬ 
perienced the same thing. Weather may have been a 
factor with above normal temperatures and little or no 
snow. Another factor we feel may be important is that 
the deer seem to have shifted their behavior patterns. 
There hasn't been a good mast (acorn) crop in a few 
years and the deer have been forced to seek food in 
other areas, primarily the lower swamps." Some people 
are saying that the deer herd is way down, he noted, 
"But our vehicle kill has set a record this year- 1,318 at 
this time with more 1982 reports still expected to ar¬ 
rive. You wouldn't expect to see an increase in road 
kills with a severely decreased herd." 

More Information Need On Acid Rain 

We need more information on the effect of acid rain 
in Massachusetts. The only way to obtain this informa¬ 
tion is by using volunteers with the proper equipment 
for measuring the density of the acid. 

Trout Unlimited Chapters of Massachusetts, in coor¬ 
dination with Dr. Paul J. Godfrey, Director of the 
Massachusetts Water Resources Research Center, 
Amherst, and Dr. John Fitch, Director of Research for 
the Massachusetts Audubon Society, have started an 
"Acid Rain Monitoring Project." This is a volunteer ef¬ 
fort using scientific methods to gather and test water 
samples for acidity and total alkalinity from streams, 
lakes, and ponds in the Commonwealth. The project is 
slated to get underway on March 1 st.
